The disturbance came last night 


as the climax of Weeks of bitter po- 
litical agitation between Socialists 
md the local Geneva government. 


It began in front of community 
ll where an anti-Socialist politi- 


cal meeting-was being held. When 
he hall became full, the gendarmes 
closed, the-doors,, but the crowd 
aroke through. 
Sensing trouble, authorities or- 


dered the young troops which pre- 
iriously had Taeen called from Lau- 
sanne, to march to the scene.

soon as they appeared the crowd 
began hissing and calling them 
'children's troops." 
Suddenly there came a-burst of 


machine-gun fire, 
"Part of the 


crowd thought blanks were being 
discharged,-but ,pthers slumped to 
;he i. pavement, dead and -wounded. 
Among-them was a child whose jaw 
was-shot,away.

Bahamas Hit Hard 


By Hurricane;' 


Heavy Property Damage

after killing at least 10 persons, in- 
juring, several score, and causing 
great damage in Cuba and Jamaica. 


The British Funnel Line freighter 


Phemius, struck off Nicaragua by 
the storm, made repairs yesterday, 
and a salvage.tug was nearby. 


The British tramp Ingola out of 


Montreal for Montevideo, reported 
she was drifting in the hurricane 
without steerage way, but did not 
ask assistance. 


The hurricane began to appear in 


the "Virgin- islands Nov. 2. It dipped 
southward, wrecking banana plan- 
tations-in Colombia, before starting 
out on the normal northward hurri- 
cane path. Sunday it was off Nicar- 
agua. It destroyed half the banana 
cultivations on the Island of Jamai- 
ca yesterday, and headed through 
the Bahamas today. 


The path of the disturbance was 


northeastward, and was central 
during'the night 150-miles south of 
Nassau," the United States mainland 
was not believed in any danger. 


PROVINCES HIT 


Havana, Cnba —pp)— A tropical 


hurricane scourged the three east- 
ernmost provinces of 
Cuba and 


passed on today, leaving behind 
hundreds of casualties — among 
them 10 known dead—and great 
property damage. 


The long-threatening storm cut 


off the eastern provinces of the is- 
land so effectively it was impossible 
to say how great was its toll. 


But trickling reports to the cap- 


ital told of 10 dead In the city of 
Camajuani, Santa Clafa, and many 
injured at Guisa, a village near 
Bayamo, Oriente. Many houses were 
reported destroyed as Guisa. 


There were unconfirmed reports 


that four persons had been buried 
under a collapsing chimney at 
Cam^uey, Camaguey province. 


Nuevista, Camaguey, on the north 


coast reported a wind velocity of 
130 miles an hour before the wires 
went out, and there were indica- 
tions, weather officials said, that 
the damage through part of the 
three provinces had been tremend- 
ous. Sugar company officials feared 
huge areas of cane had been de- 
stroyed. 


Apparently Camaguey province 


was hardest hit There were reports 
that the death list in Ma3uagua 
would be high. 


Thirty-three of the 200 injured at 


Camajuani and nearby areas, were 
taken fay train toward Santa Clara. 
The Camajuani suburb of Ceiba was 
destroyed by the tremendous force 
of the wind.

in the senate approached the high 
of all time.

control of the senate for the re- 
mainder of President Hoover's term 
by virture of a last minute rally in 
New Jersey, where Senator Bar- 
bour was elected. 


The Democratic majority in the 


house had grown'to more than 200 
by this afternoon. 


With final senate returns in, they 


held 59 seats to 36 for the Repub- 
licans and one Farmer-Labor in the 
next congress. 


Although nearly a 
dozen con- 


gressional contests were still un- 
settled the Democrats had won well 
over 300 seats, which was the rec- 
ord Republican power in 1920. 


The most the Democrats ever 


gained before was 290 in the Wilson 
victory of 1912. 


Only twice in history has any 


party held more than 59 seats in 
the senate. The Republicans held 
that many in 1868 and again after 
the off year elections in 1906. 


The coming short session of con- 


gress also will have a record of its 
own—in the number of 
"lame 


duck" members, those holding of- 
fices that terminate March 4. 


Primary defeats,- resignations and 


the elections have 
produced 144 


"lame ducks" in the house and 14 in 
the senate, far more than ever be- 
fore.

nel of the dead" early this week, 
his third such discovery in recent 
months. 


He noted today that the mouths, 


of these tunnels are very difficult

der the mountainside. 


His tracings of the

date indicate they may all be con-

Phemius, struck off Nicaragua by 
the storm, made repairs yesterday, 
and a salvage tug was nearby. 


The British tramp Ingola out of 


Montreal for Montevideo, reported 
she was drifting in the hurricane 
without steerage way, but did not 
ask assistance. 


The hurricane began to appear in 


the Virgin islands Nov. 2. It dipped 
southward, wrecking banana plan- 
tations in Colombia, before starting 
out on the normal northward hurri- 
cane path. Sunday It was off Nicar- 
agua. It destroyed half the banana 
cultivations on the Island of Jamai- 
ca yesterday, and headed through 
the Bahamas today. 


The path of the disturbance was 


northeastward, and was central 
during'the night 150-miles south of 
Nassau, the United States mainland 
was not believed in any danger. 


PROVINCES HIT 


•Havana, Cuba •—PR— A tropical 


hurricane scourged the three east- 
ernmost provinces of Cuba and 
passed on today, leaving behind 
hundreds of casualties — among 
ttem 10 known dead—and great 
property damage.

disappeared at 


will. 


The legend is that more than 500 


years ago, during the Mixtec- 
Zapotec wars for 
control of this 


section of Mexico, there were many 
battles around Monte Alban, the 
center of Zapotecan culture. 


The tale relates that the Zapotec 


armies, when hard pressed, often 
disappeared as if by magic and re- 
appeared at the enemy's rear, or 
wherever convenient to surprise 
him. 


Dr. Alfonso 
Caso, 
government 


archaeologist, discovered the "tun- 
nel of the dead" early this week, 
his third such discovery in recent 
months. 


He noted today that the mouths, 


of these tunnels are very difficult 
to find and the tunnels themselves 
are very small near their 
en- 


trances, becoming larger deep un- 
der the mountainside. 


His tracings of the 
tunnels to 


date indicate they may all be con- 
nected under Monte Alban, and the 
while territory 
literally honey- 


combed with these engineering 
works of the ancients. If so, the 
mystery of their original use would 
be solved and it would be clear 
that they were- used to transport 
Zapotec trops in secret, so they 
could appear where needed. 


The third tunnel, it was found 


yesterday, was later 
used as a 


burial tomb for warriors of some 
race, probably the Mixtecs who 
finally won Monte Alban. Yester- 
day a skeleton was found, and with 
it small quantities of gold, red and 
white onyx beads 
and an orate 


funeral urn. Other skeletons were

Law Invalid, Ruling

guaranty fund banking legislation 
was invalidated by a state supreme 
court decision today. 


The decision held

which provided for lower annual 
assessments than under the old 
guaranty fund law was unconstitu- 
tional because it took property from 
one class of property owners with- 
out benefit to give to another. 
Money collected under this law was 
to be distributed only to depositors 
in banks which failed prior to en- 
actment of the law.

The first step, therefore,/should 


je that of inspecting and prb'tectmg" 
the house itself against /winter- 
winds and snows, according to. gov-; 
eminent housing experts .here. \ 


Check Doors, Windows • • \ 
» 


Perhaps last -year you; noticed a 


cold draft, coming in around" doors 
and windows. This was probably 
due to loose window frames,, glass 
or sashes, and .to open spaces under 
he doors. .The, best-way to remedy 
his cold air leak is to .install storm 
ioors and windows. • These" act as 
niffers and form' a dead air space 
Between themselves and the regu- 
ar 'doors and windows - that is an 
efficient insulator. 


If installation of these protective 


measures is too expensive, windows 
can be stuffed around the loose 
rames with old rags or felt batting. 
Ibis is done-with a putty knife, the 
material being firmly wedged, in 
he jspace between the window and 
he sash. Loose glass, can be made 
air tight by replacing the old put- 
ty which holds .it in..place. Weather' 
stripping tacked around doors-and 
windows is also efficient in keeping 
lut'the coloX 


If a. house is of wooden construc- 


ion and the clapboards are old, it 
s probable that some of them are 
oose, and are allowing cold air to 
enter. Inspection' of these old boards 
will detect those that are warped 
and loose" and enable the home 
owner to replace them.

Sometimes the mortar which was 


used to cement the frame of a house 
o the foundation becomes, loose 
and falls out. 
These holes allow 


:old air to enter the basement and 
ind its way up into the house. Be 
sure to check this and, - if '• faulty 
mortar is found, replace it - with 
new. 


The attic and the basement are 


wo places where cold air enters 
easily. To . prevent this both divi-" 
sions should be insulated from the 
est of the house. 


Check Cold in Attic 


There are-many materials avail- 


able for attic insulation. They are 
made in blanket forms of felt, 


wood, hair or fiber, and are tacked 
on the inside surface to form, a bar- 
rier-against the-cold.--This insula- 
tion not only retains heat in." winter 
and--prevents-entrance of cold air, 
but also keeps out the hot radia- 
tions.pf the sun in summer. 
- The' -basement roof should 'be; in- 
sulated with some type of wall 
board or fiber to prevent cold air 
from -finding its-way up'f 'through, 
the-floor of" the first story, of jttie 
house.' 
Waterproofing the .cellar 


walls -to keep 'put dampness and re- 
sultipg colo!sisJ also a- good precau- 
tion vtb take. 


•Once the house itself is prepared 


for the winter, attention should -be 
diverted to"preparation"of.;the fur- 
nace, so it will deliver" its maximum 
efficiency.

If the heating unit -was not given 


a thorough cleaning last spring, 'it 
should -be done before winter- sets 
in. After removing the ashes, close 
the doors and dampers. Then open 
the-door marked "clean out" and, 
with'-a long brush, scrape-every bit 
of the surface' within reach.. The 
dust .will work downward .to' the 
ashpit, where it - can be removed 
easily. 
. . . . 


Then clean out the smoke pipe 
that leads into the chimney. 
This 


should -be taken down.and- all.the 
soot should be removed from it. It's 
a rather dirty,job, but it is-essen- 
tial to the efficient operation-of the 
furnace. 


Look to the grates." Neglect last 


year may have resulted in their 
burning out, and they may need re- 
placing. Then, too, the firepot may 
have cracked. If this 4s so/ the .pot 
can be repaired on. some cases-by 
an application of a special firepot 
cement. Often, however,' the firepot 
is cracked beyond repair and. must 
be replaced. 


Don't Neglect Chimney 
The' chimney needs' just as much" 


attention' as the furnace.-It-should 
be cleaned ~of its year's accumula- 
tion of soot and grime. This can be 
done'by starting a-fire and'throw- 
ing .in three-or- four handsful of 
common salt, zinc scrapings, or old 
dry -batteries. The fire should be 
under full • draft during this; and 
the' heated fumes, tearing up the 
chimney at a terrific • speed, carry 
off much of the soot and dirt with 
them.

New York,—The depression that 


has been upsetting all sorts of air 
castles for many girls has had one 
splendid feature, according to Mrs. 
Ida J. Hutchison, director of one of 
the largest and oldest clubs for 
young women in New York City. 


It has proved that girls are good 


sports. They don't complain. They 
take their blows and come up smil- 
ing. And if it is all the same to the 
general public, they don't want any 
sympathy! 


For 20 years Mrs. Hutchison nas 


been the director of the Kittredge 
Club for Girls, which is housed. In 
an old stone building .near the 
East River. An average membership 
of 700 of the younger business wo- 
men of New York come to the club 
in search of recreation, self im- 
provement and health programs. 


Most Live at Home 
"Nearly every girl and young wo- 


man in the club lives at home with 
her own family," Mrs. Hutchison 
says, which upsets the old theory 
that most girls in New York ssrug- 
gle along in rooming houses or 
crowded apartments. "And nearly 
every girl is helping her family 
financially. In many cases the 
father, mother and several brothers 
and sisters are out of work. The 
girl is the support of the household. 


"Their terrific courage almost 


startles me. They don't complain. 
They don't mind sacrificing. It Is 
almost impossible to find out Just 
•which ones need economic help. 
When a girl finally admits that she 
might be able to use 'just a little 
money,* it is a sign that she needs 
it desperately. In every instance, 
with one or two exceptions, the 
thousands of girls who have re- 
ceived loons during the years have 
paid them back entirely. They also 
insist on performing some service 
for every cent they accept." 


Some of the girls make splendid 


salaries. But as their responsibili- 
ties increase they meet them just 
exactly as the lesser salaried girls 
do, Mrs. Hutchison has found. 


Have Summer Camp 


During this period it is especially 


necessary to conduct a campaign to 
keep up the morale of girls," says 
the woman who has become a 
specialist in the art of understand- 
ing. 'T keep repeating to them that 
everything is going to be fine in a 
little while. I am making them go 
to our camp in the mountains, 
whether they have any money or 
not They win pay us back later. 
They refuse to go any other way. 
every time there is a party I serve 
refreshments. I size every possible 
chance to do this. It is necessary."

groups in the country. Dancing, 
muscal programs, bridge, swim- 
ming, riding, tennis, gymnasium 
work, classes in crafts, interior 
decorating, domestic, art, typing,

every girl is frea to choose as many 
interests as she wants. 


"The club spirit m necessary just 


at this tine when money is scarce," 
Miss Hutchison says. But she also 
has noticed that the o]d desire for 
homes and marriage, instead of 
careers, hasn't changed. 
Still Prefer Marriage 


"Girls enter employment, as a 
rule, because they are pushed into 
it," she explains. "When they get 
into it, they like it. But I have ob- 
served that they are always de- 
lighted when they are going to be 
married. They don't want to go 
back to their offices. If they do 
continue their work it is always 
understood that it is 'just for a little 
while' 


"The classes which are devoted 


to making thngs for the home are 
always crowded. The cooking class 
is^especally popular. Just one class 
with a domestic slant has changed. 
Once upon a time we had four em- 
broidery classes. They were large, 
too. Today we have one small one," 


But that is as it should be, she 


believes. Girls are taking their 
stitches along more practical pat- 
terns.

duct" crop in the country. 


U. S. Department of Agriculture 


scientists and research workers of 
industrial groups have developed 
from this crop hundreds of useful 
products -which in no way resemble 
any part of the corn plant. 


A recent government estimate set 


this year's corn production at a lit- 
tle less than 3,000,000,000 bushels. 
Although 85 per cent of the crop is 
grown as feed for animals, the val- 
ue of the byproducts of the other 15 
per cent is more than the feed 
value. 


Among the important industries 


utilizing the grain, its products or 
the products of the plant, are the 
baking and confectionary indus- 
tries, brewing, 
distilling, 
starch, 


manufacture, paper and fiber-board 
making, soap and others. 
Recent 


experiments prove how valuable 
corn and its byproducts are in the 
chemical -field, as a material in 
making varnish, in the tanning 
process, and for drugs. 


. Stalks Valuable, Too 


"With scores of uses already dis- 


covered for the kernel of corn, 
chemists and other scientists have 
undertaken investigations to find 
some use for the 120,000,000 tons of 
stalks and cobs wasted annually. 
The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, co-operating with Iowa State 
College at Ames, has established a 
large farm waste laboratory in or- 
der to wrest new useful 
articles 


and products from 
these 
farm 


wastes. Experiments now under 
way indicate that if. corn stalks 
and corn cobs are treated with 
small quantities of city sewage they 


will produce both fuel gas and a 
building board material. 


At the laboratories of the Bureau 


of Chemistry and Soils in Washing- 
ton, chemists are working with a 
brownish liquid called lignin, ex- 
tracted from corn cobs. Lignin, the 
chemists say, is another wonder 
substance, comparable to coal tar as 
a source of a diversity of valuable 
products.

THE FRENCH DISARMAMENT 


PROPOSAL 


French military disarmament propos- 


als as announced last week represent by 
far the most advanced position that coun- 
try has yet taken on this issue. It- calls 
for the outright abolition of standing ar- 
mies and the substitution of short-term 
conscript forces—a change that would 
mean an important reduction in the mili- 
tary strength of France. Great Britain 
and the United States, traditionally de- 
pendent on small professional armies, are 
exempted from this provision. 


The plan hits directly at army organ- 


izations such as the German Eeichswehr. 
It proposes that all European countries 
shall sign a regional pact of mutual as- 
sistance and that compulsory arbitration 
and compulsory control of armaments be 
adopted. The United States is asked to 
grant only the guarantees of security that 
she herself has envisaged under the terms 
of the Xellogg-Briand treaty. 


France does not, and probably never 


will," separate the trinity of disarmament, 
security and arbitration. Yet this is the 
second tune that she has shown a will to 
arms limitations and her plan, coupled 
with President Hoover's proposal, af- 
fords the disarmament conference some- 
thing very solid to discuss when it re- 
sumes its meetings. 


The French Chamber has supported 


a general outline of the plan by a large 
vote, which may have been in large mea- 
sure influenced by the rapidly changing 
economic conditions in France. Tax col- 
lections have fallen way below expecta- 
tions- and the budget is getting further 
unbalanced week by week. 
Unemploy- 


ment is sharply on the increase and there 
is no doubt that French authorities are 
worried. 


At all events the plan is reported to 


have produced favorable

Washington and what is of most impor- 
tance, in Germany as well. What had 
seemed to be an almost hopeless im- 
passe in disarmament proceedings now 
gives way to the promise of clearer roads 
ahead. 


BRITAIN CURTAILS OUR WHEAT 


TRAFFIC 


American trade, already facing mount- 


ing losses as a result of British Empire 
trade agreements recently concluded at 
Ottawa, receives another blow by virtue 
of a decision just announced in the House 
of Commons. 


Canadian wheat, says the British gov- 


ernment, in order to obtain the six cents a 
bushel preferential tariff in the United 
Kingdom, must have been shipped from 
a Canadian port or consigned from 'a 
United States port on a, through bill of 
lading. 


This does not mean 
that the mere 


transit of Canadian goods in bond across 
the United States will prevent them se- 
curing British preferences, provided the 
goods were definitely 
consigned 
from 


Canada to the United Kingdom, an un- 
usual method in itself because the various 
means of transportation, used make it 
virtually impossible to draw up accepta- 
ble through bills of lading. 


The new ruling will have the effect, 


however,, of stopping all shipments of 
Canadian grain by rail or lake vessel 
to American storage points for reconsign- 
ment to ports of export, the object being 
to gain for Canada and Great Britain 
all storage and warehouse dues. 


The seriousness of this situation be- 


comes more apparent with the realiza- 
tion that it has long been the custom to 
send large quantities of Canadian wheat 
destined for foreign ports into the storage 
houses at Buffalo, the big distributing 
point, thence to the Atlantic seaboard by 
barge'or rail This will be no longer pos- 
sible and is bound to cut off a large vol- 
ume of business which has hitherto been 
enjoyed by American railroads, lake ves- 
sels and storage warehouses. 


Most of Canada's wheat exports will 


very likely go through Montreal and Van- 
couver with Halifax and St. John sharing 
this business during the winter months.

Paderewski and 
Rachmaninoff are two others who have not as 
yet succumbed to the microphone's blandish- 
ments. Kreisler is not disrespectful about the 
radio. .He suspects that some day he will 
be playing over it, but he is sure that it re- 
quires a special technique, and believes that 
it will take him a long time to acquire the 
right kind of ability just as it took a long 
time to learn how to play before an audience 
in person. Says he:

yourself to be a slave io ihe-,habit: 


1. It is certain to "impair your 


health and efficiency.

3. It is demoralizing -to your own 


self respect 
" 4."It takes the joy and solace out 
of smoking. 


5. It is offensive and disgusting to 


everybody around you even many 
who use tobacco. 


6. Your addiction or weakness 


gives pain or sorrow to some one 
who loves you.

"showing off" to other children-by 
smoking. Some 30 million adults in 
the United States nave the mental 
development "of a normal 12N year 
old child.

A strong motive for habitual or 


excessive smoking is an abnormally 
sedentary habit. All boys and grrlsr 
men and women, who are not actu- 
ally senile, need and must have a 
reasonable amount of physical ac- 
tivity, play, exercise if not muscular 
work, every day, to blow off steam, 
to relieve pent Tip or repressed emo- 
tions, to absorb the unnatural stim- 
uli of our artificial mode of life. 
Too many resort to tobacco fo sub- 
due or dull this healthy craving for 
DOING things. Tobacco becomes a 
substitute for exercise. This is not 
so bad for the old folks but it is 
disastrous for young ones.

out c2 it if he keeps control'of the 
habit than he possibly can if-he be- 
comes a slave to the habit I know 
that 'this is so, not alone from per- 
sonal experience but from the-tes- 
timony of hundreds of former crap- 
ulent smokers who have been wean- 
ed to temperance and self respect 


It seems to me that girls and 


women who smoke are more likely 
to carry the thing to excess and 
hence to, suffer pathological conse- 
quences-than are men. Not that 
women are "weaker" in any way. 
But perhaps they have less oppor- 
tunity to DO things than have men.

Children who are contrary and stubborn are a great trial to their 


mothers and teachers. When one comes along the best thing to do is 
to study him to learn the secret of Ms affliction, for an affliction it cer- 
tainly is. A contrary child is unhappy and-an -unhappy child does not 
grow either in mind or body as he ought. 


When a child says, "I won't," whether in-.words.or actions does not 


matter,—he closes bis mind and sits inside in,the darkness of his an- 
ger and fear. You nevef'meet the one without the other. Anything that 
brings fear brings anger with it. They are twins* Until we can help the 
child'to free himself of the fear "he cannot come "out and play. He is 
a prisoner to Ms fear, or as we are terming it now,-his stubborness. 


Children who are. not certain about their power to do -what is asked 


of them are likely to balk. They have not the power of language to tell 
us all they are feeling. All they know about it is that they feel, "I 
won't, I can't, No." We have to look behind these expressions to find 
what is creating the doubt and fear in the child's mind. We have to 
win Mm trust and confidence before he will venture another step. 


We cannot accomplish tMs by scolding and shaking 
and slapping. 


All that adds to the difficulty. You 
can't expect 
a child to feel free 


and brave when you are raging at 
him and slapping him. Instead of 
that wait a minute until your 
wrath cools and your reason takes 
hold. Wait until you can see tMs 
fear ridden, obstructed child, closed 
in the darkness 
of Ms unformed 


mind, wait until you are sorry for 
Ms plight and desire to help Mm, 
before you speak or move. 


Then, take a good look at Mm. 


If he seems to be enjoying Ms con- 
trary disposition say, very calmly, 
with assumed indifference, "Very 
well. You needn't," and occupy 
yourself to the exclusion of Mm 
and Ms deeds. Find sometMng in- 
teresting to do so that Ms eyes fol- 
low you and he longs to be at it too 
When he sidles along to you and 
says, "Let me, let me," be gracious, 
but not too effusive, and say, "If 
you like," and let him. In Ms in- 
terest and enthusiasm he will be 
released from Ms bonds and go 
merrily for a time. When you find 
Mm in a confiding mood, talk to 
Mm gently and tell Mm the story 
of Jonah who wouldn't do -what he 
was told and so got himself shut 
up in the -whale.

Overcalls Dangerous 


With Balanced Hands 


BY ELY CDLBEKTSON 


There are certain intermediate 


hands where the opponents have 
opened the bidding with one of 
-a suit and you hold about 2* or 3 
honor-tricks with a balanced hand. 
On this particular type of hand, 
unless your partner can take def- 
inite action, you have no hope of 
big things; in fact, it is highly 
doubtful that you will be able to 
make as much as a 
part-score. 


However, your main hope on this 
hand, in order to get a plus 
score, is that the opponents get 
to a game contract which 
you 


can defeat- Naturally, an immedi- 
ate strength-showing Over-call by 
you would not tend to aid them to 
reach this game; therefore, a pass 
is the best policy. 


I have been speaking of balanced 


hands. However, even though the 
opponents are vulnerable and you 
are not vulnerable, and you have a 
fairly strong hand, or 
even an 


average hand 
containing a little 


over 1* honor-tricks with an un- 
balanced distribution, including a 
good suit of your own, now is the 
tune to overcall, either with a 
simple 
Overcall, Jump Overcall, 


or a Takeout Double, depending 
upon .your distribution and exact 
amount of honor strength. Hands 
wherein you hold a long suit of 
your own, naturally 
are not as 


potent defensively. 


Holding a strong 
hand with a 


fairly good suit of your own and 
hearing an opponent opening the 
bidding, do not fear to 
use the 


Takeout Double, whenever possible, 
even though you have a suit suffi- 
ciently strong for an Overcall; if 
your hand is quite large and con- 
tains considerable 
defense, double 


first—of course, providing that the 
suit itself is not good enough for a 
Jump OvercalL When you double 
first and later support your part- 
ner's bid, or bid your own suit, you 
are letting your partner know that 
you are attacking and not defend- 
ing, which a simple Overcall might 
indicate; you are telling him that 
you are really interested in a game 
which you think can be made, and 
not looking for a ~ spot to take a 
sacrifice; you are telling your part- 
ner you will probably have suf- 
ficient strength to defeat an op- 
posing game contract. 


A word of admonition must be 


given against weak Overcalls, even 
when not vulnerable—that is, over- 
calling on hands, with but 1* hon- 
or-tricks and a very doubtful suit 
of your own. In other words, when 
making Overcalls on hands con- 
taining the rninimum 
amount of 


honor strength—that is, 1£ honor- 
tricks—it is necessary to have a 
fairly 
solid or fairly 
playable 


trump suit of your own. This, of 
course, is 
covered elsewhere 
in 


mentioning the playing 
strength 


needed for 
both 
non-vulnerable 


and vulnerable Overcalls. 
But if 


part of your playing strength is in 
an outside 
four-card suit, your 


trump suit itself has to show good 
hopes of being able to clear the op- 
ponents' trumps if you are going to 
derive any benefit from the out- 
side four-card suit. 


With better Contract players, the 


big penalties 
almost 
invariably 


come at low contracts, as "by the 
time any fairly 
respectable team 


reaches a game or Slam contract, 
they have had plenty of opportun- 
ity to exchange all possible infor- 
mation and should not be in the 
wrong suit or more than 2 tricks 
too high. But when one makes a 
simple Overcall on a doubtful hand, 
without knowing whether his part- 
ner has anything in his suit or not, 
he is laying himself open to a set of 
3 or 4, or even 5 tricks. 


In short, learn to recognize the 


type of hand on which it is best to 
overcall for offensive reasons, the

"I was much 
more interested in ways of remov- 
ing freckles from my nose than in 
anything else. I became a secre- 
tary in a legal firm in Boston and 
somehow or other 
immigration 


work began to appeal to me. One 
day my employer asked me why I 
didn't study law. 


"Congress had 
just passed the 


Cable Act, in September 22, 1922, 
which granted married women the 
right to be naturalized regardless 
of their husband's positions. I saw 
an opportunity to enter this branch 
of legal work."- 


She didn't hesitate. She thanked 


her employer for the idea, put on 
her hat and walked down the street 
to the Portia Law School, the larg- 
est law school 
for women in the 


United States. She enrolled. Four 
years later, in 1926, she received 
her degree and was admitted to the 
bar. She took the civil service ex- 
amination in 1927, one of two wo- 
men who did so, and passed with 
flying colors. Since she wanted to 
enter the Department of Labor she 
knew that this examination was the 
next stepping stone. Her applica- 
tion was entered on the books of 
the department. 


A little later bhe was summoned 


to a position 
as an examiner, and 


was placed in charge of the Deriv- 
ative Section, which grants citizen- 
ship to the children of naturalized 
parents. 


Miss McKeown 
has had three 


hearings of prospective 
citizens 


every day. Each applicant is accom- 
panied by his father, mother and 
two witnesses. 
He must answer 


anywhere from 50 to 75 questions 
as well as prove that he deserves 
the citizenship he seeks. 


Sometimes men are

when Miss McKeown faces them. 
It is odd, they say, for a young wo- 
man to hold their fate in her hands.

pared with Warren Harding, and 
gave the Republican victor thelarg- 
est popular vote up to that time. 


On Tuesday the electoiate, re- 


sentful over the economic depres- 
sion, ignored the gallant efforts o"f 
Herbert Hoover, punished the Re- 
publican administration for the na- 
tion's ills that have developed out 
of the depression, and gave Frank- 
lin Roosevelt the largest popular as 
well as electoral vote in all his- 
tory. 
Considering 
the "breaks" .in 


American politics, the Democrats 
after 12 years are back into power 
and, while they may admit that it 
was a vote against Hoover and the 
administration which 
caused the 


tide to run in their favor, they nev- 
er did feel that the'electorate was 
fair with them in 1920 after the 
magnificent effort made by Wood- 
row Wilson in conducting the na- 
tion through the greatest war of 
all times. 
Drew Great Support

New Bandit Gas 


Makes Victims 


Meek and Sick 


Takes Resistance Out of 


Criminal Much Longer 


Than Tear Gas

Pittsburgh, Pa. — (?) — A 
new 


bandit gas that makes its victims 
seasick has been developed here. 


Its name is diphenylaminechlo- 


rarsine, which means that it is 
composed of 
carbon, hydrogen, 


nitrogen, chlorine and a trace of 
arsenic. It is said to be as harm- 
less as tear aas. but canable of tak- 
ing the resistance out of a criminal 
for about 15 times as long. 


The actual contents of the "sea- 


sick bomb" is not a gas, but a 
solid, yellow-green, faintly aroma- 
tic. Upon bursting, contact with the 
atmosphere creates a canary-yellow 
smoke. The sniffer of this sneezes, 
coughs, becomes nauseated 
and 


goes through other experiences of 
seasickness. 


J. Vf. Long, president of the Fed- 


eral Laboratories, which developed 
the bomb, says: 


"For quite a time following the 


world war, criminals had the up- 


per hand in using various instru- 
ments of warfare that had been un- 
covered during the conflict. Science 
took up the battle against them 
with the idea that it should be 
made as bloodless and harmless as 
possible. 


"Tear gas was successful in num- 


erous instances. Now another for- 
ward step has been taken in mak- 
ing a new high-speed grenade that 
holds four times as much gas as 
those used heretofore, and is but 
slightly larger. It is timed to ex- 
plode almost instantly, overcoming 
a fault of early gas grenades which 
sometimes were boomerangs when 
they were returned 
quickly by 


bandits before having tune to go 
off.'These high poweied speed gren- 
ades also lend themselves to selec- 
tive treatment of crime. If it is in-

stable political conditions and .the 
business slump, that foreign trade 
observers find the most salient note 
of hope for the increase in trans- 
Pacific shipping. 


"In China's modern industrial ad- 


vance, new trade vistas have been 
opened up," says Dr. Julius Klein, 
assistant secretary 
of commerce. 


"The new factories may cut our 
trade in their finished products but 
they will in the long-run increase 
it in other lines by improving the 
earning capacity of-the people and 
consequently tLeir living stand- 
ards. 


"New notions of comfort, enjoy- 


ment and the easier performance of 
daily tasks are taking possession of 
millions of "minds in the Far East," 
Dr. Klein adds. "Eventually hun- 
dreds of millions will be affected 
by this kindling of new commer- 
cial desires. And in'the satisfying 
of these desires, American business 
is-certain to play 
an important 


part." 


The Far East trade experts say 


that even with the most rapid in- 
dustrial development, China for a 
very long tune would be unable to 
satisfy the consumer needs of its 
430 million people. 


India Wants to 'Shop' 


While India with its 350 million 


people is still the greatest of all 
eastern customers of Great Britain, 
trade observers say she is restive 
under British commercial domina- 
tion and is showing a constantly in- 
creasing determination to buy her 
"western" needs in whatever mar- 
ket is cheapest. 


Considered as 
offering 
better 


near-future trade prospects and a 
similarly vast potential market is 
Russia with its 180,000,000 people 
and an industrial program, which 
economists believe will not have 
sufficient capacity to care for her 
needs in manufactured goods. 


Although these huge populations 


have been slow in adapting them- 
selves to commercial modernism, 
the trade of the United States with 
the Far East as a whole has grown 
faster since the pre-war 
period 


than with any other great region in 
the world. 


In the years 1910-1914, the Far 


East took only 7i per cent of our 
total exports; in 1930 the propor- 
tion was 14J per cent That region 
supplied 154 per cent of U. S. im- 
ports just before the war and 
more than 28 per cent last year.

Moulton says the 27-foot channel 


scheme would cost 
$999,000,000, 


about three times the cost of the 
Panama Canal, of which $614,000,000 
would be for navigation and the 
rest for power. 


The 27-foot channel, he contends, 


•would limit use to vessels of the 
:oastwise type and the smaller 
transoceanic freighters, whereas a 
33-foot minimum depth would be 
needed for first-class cargo steam- 
ers. 


He doubts whether such first- 


class steamers would do much busi- 
ness in the waterway, however, 
owing to the problem of employing 
ihem otherwise during the five 
months the waterway would not be 
open to navigation. 


Cites Overhead Costs 


The survey estimated that the 


waterway would not handle more 
;han 10,50D,000 tons of traffic a year, 
;hat about 60 per cent of it would 
be grain — two-thirds Canadian—

;ar, oil, coal and pig iron and that 
the annual overhead cost would be 
about $40,000,000 out of the treasur- 
ies of the United States and Can- 
ada>

It will cost taxpayers §3.50' a ton 


;o move cargoes through the water- 
way, Moulton claims, equivalent to 
11 cents a bushel on wheat, which

Washington, D. Cl.— The great 


battle of "Bug Eat Bug" is on, and 
at the ringside farmers form a 
howling mob of spectators rooting 
tor the battling contestants to kit 
one another. 


For the farmer, beset as he is on 


one side by high taxes, failing mar 
kots and high cost o£ commodities 
ho buys, is victimized on the othei 
side by hordes of creeping, flying 
and crawling Insects.which wreck 
destruction of moro than $1,600,000,- 
000 a year on his crops. 


Reports from the middle west this 


year indicate increasing armies of 
grasshoppers moving 
along 
tho 


former's front, making huge inroads 
on his crops and destroying every- 
thing green in sight. Elsewhere In 
the country the cotton boll weevil, 
the Hessian fly, the gypsy moth, 
pink boll worm and others arc 
steadily spreading 'out, 
increasing 


their line of attack and ruthlessly 
destroying the farmers' stock in 
trade. 


So science, in an effort to aid the 


farmer in his unequal battle against 
his insect enemies, hag set bug 
against bug in a war to the end, and 
has sought for insect parasites in 
the far corners of the world to im- 
port into the United States. 


Plenty of Parasites 


Government scientists, in tho ear- 


ly stages of tho bug battle, found 
that all stages of insect life, from 
egg to adult, are subject to attack 
by enemies. These enemies work in 
two ways—either by 
devouring 


their victims alive, or by laying 
eggs in the body of the victim, and 
the hatched young then do the eat- 
ing of the host 
' One of the most important insect 
parasite finds was the Calcsoma 
beetle, which devours the caterpil- 
lar of the gypsy moth. In addition to 
this parasite, entomologists 
have 


found more than 30 other enemies 
of the gypsy moth in Europe, Asia 
and Oceania. 


The Ladybird insect Is a great aid 


to farmers. These bugs live on a 
diet of plant lice, aphids and scale 
bugs. It is said that importation of 
the Australian Ladybird saved the 
entire orange industry of California 
after it was threatened with de- 
struction by the accidental introduc- 
tion of the "fluted scale" disease 
from Australia. 


This disease, while common 
in 


Australia, did little damage because 
of the work of the Ladybirds. It was 
found that the descendants of one j 
female Ladybird numbered 73,000,- 
000,000 in five months. With such a 
progeny to feed off the scale insects, 
the battle soon wound up in victory 
for the Ladybirds.
